Club,  for  many  years  has  reminded  the  people  j 
of  Fall  River  annually  that  provision  of  j 
proper  social  guidance  for  boys,  during  their 
formative  years,  is  the  most  important  anti-  | 
crime  procedure.  Again  he  has  expounded 
the  belief  on  which  he  has  conducted  his  1: 
organization  for  so  long  and  it  assumes  j 
greater  than  usual  importance  because  boys  j 
today  have  much  more  leisure  than  was  true  [ 
in  the  past. 

Mr.  Chew  emphasizes  that  recreation  is  as  j 
vital  as  bread,  in  the  development  of  young  i 
men.  but  adds  that  mere  athletic  activity  is  J 
not  sufficient  and  skilled  guidance  is  essen-  !, 
tial.

His  uj 
doctrine  is  accepted  quite  widely  and  he  must  ! 
derive  much  satisfaction  from  the  knowledge  ! 
that  the  program  in  which  he  pioneered  is  I 
being  conducted  in  various  forms,  through-  1 
out  the  city.

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The  Junior  Department  of  the 
Boys'  Club  will  open  Its  50th  sea¬ 
son  Monday  at  6:30  P.  M.  The 
office  will  be  open  tomorrow  and 
Friday  after  school  and  all  day 
Saturday  for  the  purpose  of  issu¬ 
ing  tickets.  Last  season  over  1,300 
boys  were  enrolled  in  the  various 
classes  of  Junior  department,  all 
between  the  ages  of  nine  and  16. 

Swimming  classes  to  meet  after 
school  will  be  formed  at  once  as 
well  as  classes  for  older  boys,  to 
meet  each  evening. 

The  physical  work,  as  in  the 
past,  will  feature  the  Club's  pro¬ 
gram  and  every  effort  to  guard 
and  improve  the  health  of  the 
members.  Four  gymnasium  classes 
will  be  formed,  graded  to  weight 
and  age,  and  each  boy  will  be  giv¬ 
en  at  least  two  periods  each  week. 
Besides  the  regular  gym  work  each 


class  will  have  its  leagues  in  soc¬ 
cer,  basketball,  volley  ball  and  in¬ 
door  baseball. 

Athletic  tournaments  and  swim¬ 
ming  contests  will  be  held  month¬ 
ly.  Exhibitions  by  the  different 
classes  will  be  given  during  the 
Fall  and  Winter,  both  in  the  gym 
and  in  the  pool.

Last  year  there  were  1,300  young 
boys  who  found  that  they  could  spend  profitable  hours  in  the 
late  afternoons  and  early  evenings  at  the  club.

The  little  fellows  are  kept  busy  at  games  and  exercises 
which  benefit  them  mentally  and  physically.

Upon  50th  Year  oi  Its  Activities 

Average  of  225  Boys  Daily  Makes  Full  Use  of 
Recreation  Facilities;  Organization  Founded  in 
1890  Jumps  from  126  to  13,000  Membership 


The  Fall  River  Boys’  Club  began 
its  50th  year  last  week  as  an  average 
of  225  boys  a  day  made  full  use  of 
the  club's  recreation  facilities.  The 
week's  most  popular  attraction  was 
the  swimming  pool. 

Founded  on  Feb.  1.  1890,  by  a  small 
group  of  benefactors,  of  whom 
Thomas  Chew  is  the  only  living  mem¬ 
ber,  the  club  has  grown  from  its  orig¬ 
inal  126  members  to  a  total  yearly 
membership  of  13.000.  It  has  sev¬ 
eral  distinctions:  it  was  the  first  boys' 
club  in  America;  its  present  build¬ 
ing  on  Anawan  street  was  the  first  to 
be  built  expressly  for  Boys’  Club 
purposes;  and  it  is  the  only  Boys’ 
Club  that  has  a  senior  division. 

In  1890.  however,  the  club  boasted 
only  a  one-room  flat  on  Second 
street.  Under  the  enthusiastic  lead¬ 
ership  of  Mr.  Chew  the  club  quickly 
grew  too  large  for  its  small  quarters, 
and  two  rooms  were  rented  in  the 
Vermont  Building  on  Pocasset  street. 

Finally  a  wealthy  mill  owner, 


Och  /, 


Colonel  M.  C.  D.  Borden,  donated 
$100,000  to  the  club,  and  a  new  build¬ 
ing  was  erected  on  Anawan  street. 
Its  facilities  include  a  theatre,  gym¬ 
nasium,  swimming  pool,  library  and 
bowling  alleys.  Seven  years  later, 
in  1907,  Colonel  Borden  gaid  for  the 
construction  of  another  Boys’  Club 
building  on  Pocasset  street,  the  first 
senior  division  ever  built  in  the 
country. 

This  week  found  boys  in  the  junior 
division  of  the  club  working  off  their 
excess  energy  in  the  swimming  pool 
and  gymnasium.  Some  of  them 
climbed  to  the  third  floor  for  bil¬ 
liards,  checkers  and  other  table 
gomes.  When  the  club  program  gets 
in  full  swing  the  boys  will  exercise 
their  creative  ability  in  printing,  free 
hand  drawing,  sign  lettering  and 
woodworking  classes.

1  "It  may  cost  the  ci'izens  of 
Fall  River  $5  to  keep  a  boy  in 
I  some  duo,  but  it  costs  $500  to  keep 
a  boy  in  a  reformatory.

!  wider  the  doors  of  organized,  di- 
|  rectod  recreation  or  to  build  more 
j  reformatories  and  prisons.  Recre¬ 
ation  for  boys  is  as  vital,  as  nec- 
I  cssary,  as  is  bread.” 

Superintendent  Chew  reviewed 
the  club's  various  activities  of  the 
I  past  year,  cited  the  advantages  to 
I  boys  who  through  club  auspices 
I  saw  the  New  York  World's  Fair 
I  and  proposed  that  a  trip  to  Wash- 
'  ington,  D.  C.,  on  a  similar  basis 
be  made  available,  with  10  youths 
j  to  be  selected  from  the  club’s 
1  membership  for  the  tour  because 
J  of  outstanding  character  and  abil¬ 
ity  as  shown  in  the  club,  outside, 
.  I  in  school  and  at  play. 

Superintendent’s  Report 
The  annual  report  of  Superin¬ 
tendent  Thomas  Chew  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of 
the  Board  of  Directors: 

“Being  very  much  perplexed  over 
my  annual  report  for  this  year  I  con¬ 
ferred  with  one  of  my  directors 
!  about  it. 

"He  was  brutally  frank  with  his 
advice  and  suggestions.  ’Don’t  tak& 
yourself  too  seriously,'  he  said,  'you 
have  been  on  the  air.  You’ve  been 
to  the  Golden  Gate  and  back;  you 
have  dined  and  wined  with  the 
great  and  so  on.  If  you  really 
want  the  people  of  Fall  River  to 
read  your  report  get  down  to  brass 
tacks  and  tell  them  what  the  club 
has  done,  what  it  honestly  hopes  to 
do  today  and  tomorrow,  not  next 
year,  but  now.  We  directors  have 
to  listen  to  you  and  well  we  try  to 
be  polite.’  He  had  more  ot  say  but 
he  had  said  enough  to  begin  with. 

"He  even  told  me  that  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  report  would  be  read  by 
more  people  than  would  read  my 
report.  • 

"The  more  he  talked,  the  less  I 
knew  what  to  say.  I  knew  that 
contributions,  the  large  ones  espe¬ 
cially,  had  fallen  off  in  number  and 
amount.  That  the  roof  had  taken 
wings  and  flown  away  with  the 
|  hurricane.  That  the  endowment 
funds  had  suffered  through  the  de¬ 
creased  earnings,  but  the  member¬ 
ship,  bowling  alley  receipts  and  the 
big  cjr.ip  drive  had  been  larger 
than  last  year,  and  that  we  were 
nearer  balancing  the  budget  than  at 
any  time  during  the  last  five  years. 

Additions  to  Staff 
"Our  membership  of  1,105  Juniors 
and  1,100  Seniors  is  cared  for  by  a 
|  staff  of  15  men,  six  of  whom  are 
j  employed  on  part  time.  When  you 
realize  how  much  time  must  be  giv- 
I  en  to  cleaning,  laundrying,  repairs, 
which  our  men  must  make,  they 
|  have  little  time  to  work  with  boys 
and  young  men.  Grudgingly  this 
director  said,  ‘I  know  you  are  un¬ 
dermanned,  especially  of  an  eve¬ 
ning,  you  ought  to  get  somebody  for 
the  gym.  For  this  cririb  of  com- 
j  fort  I  told  him  we  had  got  Norm 
I  Mullen,  a  former  gymnasium  man 
|  to  give  us  his  services  for  three 
nights  each  week,  and  with  the  as- 
I  sistance  of  Ray  Greely,  a  young  fel¬ 
low  who  worked  with  us  at  the 
|  camp,  we  can  carry  on  to  a  much 
better  and  brighter  future. 

“He  continued,  ‘Don’t  tell  them 
about  the  young  fellows  who  ask 
1  you  to  help  them  find  jobs  and  >ou 
|  can  t  do  it.  Don’t  tell  them  about 
I  the  boys  who  give  up  their  mem-1 
I  bership  in  the  club,  because,  in  de- 
I  spair,  their  mothers  want  them  to 
I  J’oin  a  C.  C.  Camp.  Don’t  tell  them 
t]  about  the  boys  who  take  matters 
m  their  own  hands  and  determine 
I  to  be  independent,  join  the  army 
or  the  navy.  And  for  goodness 
sake  don’t  tell  anybody  that  you 
advise  any  boy  to  make  such  a 
‘pice.’ 


"No,  I  won't  tell.  I’ll  tell  the 
boys  who  have  been  laid  off  the 
W.  P  A.  and  can't  get  a  job,  to 
wait,  to  wait  patiently  until  they 
can  get  back  on  again.  I  won’t 
tell  them  any  such  a  thing.  I’ve 
seen  so  many  good  boys  made  bet¬ 
ter  boys  or  men  by  joining  our 
|  army  or  navy,  that  I  gladly  give 
them  the  best  recommendation  I 
can  when  these  boys  use  me  as  a 
reference. 

"Tell  them  about  the  camp,  the 
best  thing  that  you  do,  and  about 
the  boys  you  took  to  the  World’s 
Fair,  and  you  might  say  a  little 
about  the  "Yankees  Coming  Back.” 

"The  camp  was  all  right.  The 
250  boys  had  a  good  time  and  were 
less  troublesome  than  usual.  Per¬ 
haps  the  offer  -of  a  free  trip  to  the 
Fair  had  something  to  do  with  it. 

I  know  they  kept  me  busy  trying 
to  find  something  for  them  to  do. 
They  had  the  Rotarians  and  Boy 
Scouts  beat  a  mile  by  the  way  they 
tried  to  put  into  practice  the  slo¬ 
gan  ‘Service  Above  Self.’  That  we 
had  a  new  dining  room  and  an  es¬ 
pecially  good  corps  of  workers 
were  mere  incidentals.  The  cook 
was  a  much  more  important  officer 
than  was  the  superintendent. 

New  York  Trip 

"The  trip  to  New  York  was  fine,* 
from  the  boys’  point  of  view.  We 
camped  at  the  Flatbush  Boys’ 
Club  in  Brooklyn.  We  had  not  only 
baths  but  a  swimming  pool.  A 
key,  not  to  one  room,  but  to  the 
front  door,  and  all  the  rooms  in 
the  building.  We  didn’t  go  to  bed 
at  nine  o’clock  as  we  had  been  do¬ 
ing  at  the  camp.  How  could  we? 
We  had  to  stop  and  see  the  fire¬ 
works.  It  must  have  made  a  deep 
impression  on  those  young  boys, 
many  people  have  said  to  me,  and 
I  thought  the  same,  before  I  went, 
but  now  the  impression  seems  to  be 
a  little  different.  I  don’t  think  any 
one  of  the  seven  boys  could  tell  you 
what  he  saw,  but  he  can  tell  you 
exactly  how  many  roller  coasters 
he  rode  on.  I’ll  never  forget  that 
I  rode  on  one  myself. 

"Can  I  tell  you  what  I  saw  at 
the  Fair?  No.  There  were  machines 
of  all  kinds.  Wonderful  inventions. 
Some  useful  and  some  destructive. 
Some  of  these  machines  hadn’t 
any  feelings.  They  would  destroy 
their  inventor  as  quickly  as  they 
would  you  or  me,  if  we  got  in  their 
way.  There  were  failures  at  the 
Fair.  There  was  an  automaton  in 

the  image  of  a  giant-man.  A  young 
girl  was  its  keeper.  It  could  talk 
and  it  scuffled  along.  It  bad  eyes, 
but  saw  not;  ears,  but  neard  not; 
it  could  not  laugh;  it  could  not 
cry,  it  could  not  indulge  in  a  pil¬ 
low  fight  at  2  in  the  morning.  The 
most  perfect,  the  most  wonderful 
invention  I  saw  at  the  Fair  was 
a  boy,  happy,  apparently  careless, 
a  mixture  of  good  and  bad,  yet  in 
him  are  possibilities,  which  may 
show  us  that  more  and  greater  in¬ 
ventions  are  yet  to  be.  Who  knows 
but  that  we  have  such  a  boy? 

'Yankees  Have  Gone’ 

"  'The  Yankees  are  coming- 
back.’  -I  don’t  believe  it.  The 
Yankees  have  gone  and  nobody 
feels  their  loss  more  than  the  Boys’ 
Club  and  I.  They  were  good  folks 
and  they  laid  a  good  foundation. 
There  are  a  few  left  and  they  are 
keeping  the  faith  and  standing  by, 
staunch,  loyal  and  generous. 

"We  are  not  taking  any  credit 
from  the  Yankees,  or  even  from  the 
deserving  Finance  Commission,  if 
we  say  that  the  credit,  most  of  it, 
for  the  come  back  of  Fall  River, 
belongs  to  the  taxpayers,  the  new 
Americans  of  today.  We  have  been 
trying  to  knock  out  the  hyphen 
from  in  front  of  Americans  and 
our  boys,  with  others,  are  doing  a 
good  job  in  the  making  of  one 
Ration  out  of  many,  just  plain, 
proud  to  be  Americans. 

"I  wonder  if  I  have  really  been 
taking  myself  too  seriously.  Having 
been  the  first  one  to  start  a  boys’ 
club  in  our  city,  I  may  have  thought 
and  perhaps  said,  something  that 
gave  the  impression  that  boys,  all 
boys,  were  my  responsibility,  if  I 
have  done  so,  I  am  very  sorry. 


"The  boys  of  our  city  are 
numerous  than  any  one  institution 
can  care  for.  Recreation  for  boys 
is  vital,  as  necessary  as  bread. 
Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone, 
is  especially  true  of  boys.  They 
must  have  leadership,  friends,  com¬ 
panions,  pals.  There  are  thou¬ 
sands  of  boys  in  our  city  today, 
who  are  not  reached  by  any  club 
or  boys’  institutions.  We  welcome 
all,  old  and  new,  who  are  interest¬ 
ed  and  working  with  hoys.  Every 
one  helps  the  other  to  build  up  and 
when  one  suffers  we  all  suffer 
with  it. 

Help  Is  Needed 

"We  need  the  help  of  fathers  and 
mothers,  schools  and  churches, 
teachers  and  social  workers.  We 
need  the  policeman’s  help  and  the 
business  man’s.  This  is  bargain  day 
in  our  city,  but  there  is  no  better 
bargain  than  a  boy  on  the  way  tc 
being  a  good  citizen.  We  make  a 
bad  bargain  when  we  do  not 
provide  the  means  for  play.  There 
is  a  lot  of  truth  in  the  appeal  of 
many  boys’  workers  when  they  say 
that  ‘our  graduates  seldom,  if  ever, 
get  into  the  police  courts.*  It  may 
cost  the  citizens  of  Fall  River  five 
dollars  to  keep  a  boy  in  some  club, 
that  they  can  see  at  work.  It  costs 
$500  to  keep  a  boy  in  a  reforma¬ 
tory,  which  they  don’t  see,  but 
nevertheless  they  pay  for. 

"The  graduates  of  two  institu¬ 
tions  the  Shirley  School  and  the 
Lyman  School,  reformatories  for 
boys,  have  sent  28  per  cent  of  the 
robbers  .  and  32  per  cent  of  the 
burglars  of  those  who  are  now  in 
State’s  prison.  Nearly  one-half  of 
the  persons  committed  to  State 
prison  last  year  were  convicted  of 
juvenile  offenses  before  they  were 
17  years  old. 

"The  boys’  clubs  of  whatever 
name,  are  not  only  the  first  line  of 
defense  against  crime,  they  are  the 
first  line  of  offense.  Don’t  get  the 


"We  have  already  put  in  motion 
a  plan  to  secure  a  group  of  men,  I 
from  the  men’s  department,  who 
are  willing  to  give  some  service  to 
the  promotion  of  sociability  in  the 
club.  They  are  councillors  and 
|  much  good  may  be  expected  from 
their  example  and  constructive  sug- !

"We  hope  that  parents,  especially  j 
mothers,  will  be  interested  and 
give  us  their  cooperation. 

"We  have  other  plans,  some  have  f 
begun,  but  others  are  not  yet  ready  j 
and  they  may  be  held  in  reserve. 

"We  are  going  to  try  and  make 
our  boys  and  young  men  conscious 
that  the  club  is  theirs.  The  club  of 
the  future  is  what  they  make  it.  A 
club,  like  ours  is  not  a  building.  It  I 
is  boys.” 


impression  .that  learning  to  swim, 
to  play  basketball,  to  exercise  in 
the  gymnasium  is  all  there  is  to  a 
boys  club.  There  is  built-up  self- 
respect  for  his  body,  self  control  of 
his  will  and  self  reliance  for  his 
own  future.  The  boy  expresses  it 
better  than  any  words  of  mine 
when  he  says,  ‘It's  up  to  me  to 
make  good.’ 

Decision  to  Be  Made 

"Our  citizens  must  choose.  To 
open  wider  the  doors  of  organized 
directed  recreation,  or  build  more 
reformatories  and  prisons.  Is  it  not 
better  to  form  than  it  is  to  reform? 

"Boys  have  their  part  to  do.  They 
must  cooperate  with  the  citizens 
who  want  to  help  them.  They  will 
do  their  part  when  shown  how  to 
do  it. 

"The  award  of  a  trip  to  the 
World’s  Fair  was  worth  trying  for 
and  brought  good  results.  Only  one 
boy  could  win  each  week,  but  all 
the  49  boys  who  tried  and  lost, 
were  better  for  having  tried,  and 
so  was  the  camp. 

"I  am  wondering  if  you  would  ap¬ 
prove  and  help  me  to  put  across  a 
plan  to  take  10  of  our  best  boy  citi¬ 
zens  on  a  trip  to  the  capital  of 
their  country,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Members  of  the  club,  chosen  be¬ 
cause  they  were  considered  the 
boys  who  had  done  the  most  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  club 
on  the  inside.  Who  had  brought 
credit  to  the  club  on  the  outside, 
at  school  or  at  play.  Boys  who 
have  developed  themselves  physi¬ 
cally,  learned  to  swim  or  to  play 
ball  fairly,  not  losing  their  head 
when  their  team  fails  to  win.  The 
boys  who  can  work  at  some  job, 
earning  money  and  saving  some  of 
it.  A  contest  among  100  boys  would 
do  something  to  our  club  of  which 
we  could  reasonably  and  thapkfully 
be  proud.  I  feel  sure  we  could  se¬ 
cure  the  cooperation  of  the  Boys’ 
Clubs  in  Washington  and,  with  au¬ 
tomobile  transportation,  the  cost  of 
the  trio  would.be  reasonable.

Conditions  of  50  Years  Ago 


Speaking  on  “Fifty  Year*  Ago, 
and  Today"  before  the  Young  1 
People’s  Junior  Forum  at  the  Fiist 
Congregational  Church  Parish 
House  last  night,  Thomas  Chew, 
veteran  superintendent  of  the  Boys 
Club,  gave  an  interesting  outline. of 
conditions  in  Fall  River  half  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago. 

He  told  how  Fall  River  was  just 
•merging  from  a  village  into  a  city 
on  his  arrival  here  in  1874,  at 
which  time  the  country,  not  on  a 
gold  basis,  was  using  scrip  money. 
In  those  days,  the  city  was  the  bat¬ 
tlefield  for  textile  labor,  workers 
were  paid  once  a  month,  and  he 
"subbed"  in  the  mills  on  holidays. 

When  the  manufacturers  on  one 
side  a»nd  the  operatives  on  the 
other  were  not  fighting,  they  were 
making  ammunition  for  future  bat- 
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ties,  he  said,  adding  that  the  man-  | 
ufacturers  were— the  old  time  Van-  j 
kces  and  the  operatives  the  Eng-  , 
ush  and  Irish,  trained  in  unionism  1 
in  the  old  country. 

Bitter  Battle* 

These  fights,  he  said,  were  bitter, 
with  no  gentlemen's  agreements, 
and  the  manufacturers  always  win¬ 
ning. 

“The  children  suffered.  I  was  in 
a  strike  the  first  Winter.  It  was 
terribly  cold,  with  deep  snow.  Like 
many  other  boys  1  had  little  food 
or  clothing  and  there  was  only  one 
pair  of  good  shoes  for  mother  and 
me.  The  Protestant  churches  were, 
seemingly  on  the  side  of  the  manu-  | 
facturers.  If  there  was  one  minis¬ 
ter  brave  enough  or  rash  enough  to 
advocate  the  laborer’s  cause,  he 
was  told  to  mind  his  own  business 
and  he  did  or  he  moved  to  pastures 
new. 

“We  had  newspapers  galore. 
There  were  some  good  editors. 

Favored  Labor 

“I  remember  Henry  Scyey  who 
probably  sacrificed  more  for  the  la¬ 
boring  people  than  any  other  editor. 
His  paper  failed.  He  was  a  bril¬ 
liant  writer. 

“There  have*  been  a  good  many 
labor  leaders  with  brains  and  an 
unselfish  desire  to  help  their  fellow 
men  by  urging,  reasoning  and  co¬ 
operation  and  fair  play,  but  they 
died  unappreciated.  Labor  condi¬ 
tions  have  changed  in  our  city,  at 
least  for  the  better. 

“The  churches  organized  the  first 
social  organization  in  this  city  and 
called  it  the  Associated  Charities.  It 
was  about  this  time  that  the  word 
prevention  came  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  social  work. 

Welfare  Work 

“It  was  better  than  trying  to  cure 
chronic  cases  of  social  illness.  It 
i was  out  of  this  work  that  a  wood- 
Jyard  was  started.  The  real  unfor¬ 
tunate  often  found  a  helping  hand 
:  to  a  permanent  job.  The  Commu- 
i  ni'ty  Welfare  is  now  what  the  Asso- 
;  ciated  Charities  started  out  to  be. 

"Three  movements  took  the  place 
11  of  the  work  the  churches  had  start- 
jj  ed.  Hospitals  were  socialized.  So- 
J  cial  settlements,  boys  clubs,  District 
|  Nursing  and  many  other  groups 
'  came  into  being.  Those  who  were 
\  doing  social  work  began  to  say  ‘we 
1  are  doing  practical  religious  work 
with  the  special  emphasis  on  the 
j  practical.’ 

“The  churches  were  buncoed 
when  they  sold  their  intimate  per- 
'  sonal  touch  with  the  sick  and  the 
;  poor.  The  churches  turned  for  help 
!  and  cooperation  to  its  young  people 
-  who  responded  and  the  great  and 
!  useful  societies  of  Christian  En¬ 
deavor,  Epworth  League  and  others 
were  born.  We  hear  now  and  again 
i|  that  religion  is  coming  back.  I 
hope  it  is  true. 

Probation  Movement 
“The  second  movement  that  I 
would  mention  is  that  of  probation. 
It  had  an  effect  on  the  social  side 
and  indirectly  on  the  churches.  We 
had  open  saloons.  The  situation  be¬ 
came' so  bad  Fall  River  appealed  to 
the  Legislature  for  a  jail  of  its  own. 
We  got  one  but  the  probation  sys- 
j  tem  came  into  effect  and  we  had  a 
'brand  new  jail  and  no  occupants. 
We  tried  to  sell  it.  It  is  now  being 
j  used  as  a  home  for  the  city’s  poor, 
on  Bay  Street. 

“The  third  movement  is  that  of 
boys  clubs,  YMCA  boys’  work,  boys 
brigades,  Knights  of  King  Arthur, 
I  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrews,  Big 
j  Brothers  and  others,  all  backed  by 
i  Christian  people.”

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Boys7  Club  Movement,  Inspired  in 
Salem  and  Now  of  National  Scope, 
Holds  Support  of  New  Englanders 
Who  Laud  Its  Character-Building 


It  was  an  autumn  evening  in  1869 
and  “a  person  passing  along  Essex 
street,  Salem  .  .  .  between  the  hours 
of  7  and  9,  would  find  himself  hin¬ 
dered  by  the  crowded  state  of  the 
sidewalks— this  on  every  evening  of 
tire  week.  This  human  throng  is 
made  up  largely,  he  would  notice, 
of  young  persons  .  .  .  from  12  or  14 
years  of  age  to  those  of  twice  as 
many  years.  Most  of  them,  he  would 
see,  are  not  out  on  business.  They 
amuse  themselves;  and  their  man¬ 
ners  are  not  in  all  cases  above 
criticism  .  .  we  are  informed  by 
“The  First  Twelve  Years  of  the 
Salem  Fraternity."  It  continues: 

“These  manners  on  the  street  tell 
of  like  manners,  or  worse,  with  at¬ 
tendant  evils  of  darker  hue,  in  places 
less  public,  the  haunts  of  the  idle, 
drinking  places  and  the  retreats  of 
the  dissolute  and  criminal. 

“How  to  reach  this  class  of  young 
people  with  some  wholesome  attrac¬ 
tion  which  would  employ  their  eve¬ 
nings  better,  and  save  them  from 
the  exposures  of  the  saloon  and  of 
the  street,  was  a  question  which  .  .  . 
pressed  itself  on  the  attention  of 
the  dwellers  along  this  chief  thor¬ 
oughfare  of  the  city,  and  of  others 
not  indifferent  to  the  good  morals  of 
the  town,  and  of  its  social  welfare.” 

Here  was  the  inspiration  for  the 
Salem  Fraternity,  in  all  probability 
the  oldest  organization  in  the  coun¬ 
try  today  with  a  record  of  con¬ 
tinuous  service  as  a  club  for  under¬ 
privileged  boys. 

WON  SUPPORT 

The  Boys’  Club  movement  instant¬ 
ly  appealed  to  the  imagination  and 
enlisted  the  support  of  the  practi¬ 
cal  people  of  New  England.  The 
crowded  homes  in  the  poorer  sec¬ 
tions  of  our  mill  cities  and  factory 
towns  made  almost  indispensable 
the  need  for  some  recreational  fa¬ 
cilities  carried  on  under  mature  and 
friendly  leadership. 


The  second  New  England  Boysl 
Club  grew  out  of  the  activities  of  thej 
Union  for  Christian  Work  in  Provii 
denes,  Rhode  Island,  which,  in  thd 
summer  of  1868,  leased  a  suite  ot 
rooms  in  the  block  of  buildings  op 
the  corner  of  Broad  and  Eddy 
streets  “to  control  the  mischievous 
and  thoughtless  element  which  will 
find  its  way  into  every  public  plact 
and  which  it  is  not  desirable  t<j 
drive  away  if  it  can  only  overconn 
evil  with  better  tendencies  and  aim$ 
If  we  can  in  any  way  teach  thes< 
young  men... that  amusement  i$ 
not  dissipation  or  thoughtless  ridi-) 
cule  of  others,  we  shall  accomplish 
one  great  good  and  a  realist 
Christian  work.”  , 

From  this  early  activity  the  Provii 
dence  Boys’  Club,  whose  three  fine 
buildings  now  serve  boys  in  thd 
needy  areas  of  this  Rhode  Island 
city,  was  born.  Contemporaneously,! 
in  1870,  appeared  the  New  Bedford 
Boys’  Club. 

DIVINITY  STUDENT 

The  spread  of  the  boys’  club  as  a 
community  welfare  agency  was  due 
in  large  part  to  the  activities  of  a 
young  Yale  divinity  student  by  the 
name  of  John  C.  Collins,  inspired 
no  doubt,  by  his  experiences  with 
the  New  Haven  Boys’  Club  which 
had  been  established  in  1871.  For 
the  next  decade  or  two  he  traveled 
from  city  to  city,  interesting  ini 
dustrialists  and  responsible  citizens 
in  this  movement.  His  work  and 
the  development  of  a  feeling  oi 
responsibility  on  the  part  of  mil] 
owners  and  others  eventually  maj 
terialized  into  real  brick  and  mortal 
clubs  and  there  was  established  th< 
Boys’  Club  of  Bridgeport  in  1887 
of  Waterbury  and  Meriden  in  1888

istence.  Mr.  Thomas  Chew,  the 
grand  old  man  of  boys’  club  history, 
not  only  established  a  lasting  and 
useful  public  service  in  his  city  but 


had  and  continues  to  have  deep 
influence  in  the  development  ol 
boys’  clubs  throkghout  the  country. 

The  city  of  Boston  has  done  pio¬ 
neer  work  in  the  Boys’  Club  move-! 
ment  and  has  a  long  record  of  in¬ 
terest  in  under-privileged  boysj 
many  of  its  most  distinguished  citi-j 
zens  being  enlisted  in  this  cause 
In  1884  the  Boys’  Institute  of  Ini 
dustry  was  organized,  with  Edward 
Everett  Hale  as  president  and  Bishop 
Brooks  and  Robert  Treat  Paine  as 
vice-presidents.  In  1910  the  Rox- 


The  ability  oi  the  club  to  secure 
the  backing  of  eminent  men  has! 
been  maintained  through  the  years 
and  on  its  list  of  active  supporters 
are  found  such  names  as  Baker, 
Ayer,  Jordan,  Coolidge,  Brown,  Lap- 
ham,  Hardwick,  Keller,  Swift,  Web¬ 
ster,  Weeks,  Weld,  Wing,  Winthrop, 
Trafford,  men  who  stand  high  in 
the  civic  and  business  life  of  Boston 
as  the  earlier  initiators  and  spon¬ 
sors  of  the  Boys’  Club  did  in  their 
own  generation. 

The  splendid  Boys’  Club  in  Spring-

360  UNITS 

From  these  significant  begnnings 
and  from  seeds  sprouted  in  the 
hospitable  soil  of  New  England  has 
grown  a  great  movement.  Boys’ 
Clubs  of  America,  the  national  cor¬ 
porate  successor  of  the  Federated 
Boys’  Clubs,  now  numbers  among 
its  membership  360  organizations, 
68  of  which  are  in  New  England, 
in  38  states  and  200  cities,  from 
Portland,  Me.,  to  Los  Angeles,  Calif., 
and  enrolls  upwards  of  300,000  boys, 
undoubtedly  the  largest  aggregation 
of  ununiformed  boys  anywhere  in 
the  world. 

From  its  inception  in  New  Eng¬ 
land  this  movement  has  appealed 
to  the  business  men  of  the  country. 
Beginning  with  former  President 
Hoover  and  William  Edwin  Hall, 
public-spirited  lawyer  of  New  York 
city,  the  names  of  the  members  of 
the  national  board  of  directors  are 
representative  of  the  highest  tradi¬ 
tions  of  American  industry  and 
business.

These 
donors  realize  the  practical  and 
pressing  need  for  more  Boys’  Club 
facilities.  They  do  not  minimize 
the  value  of  any  of  the  constructive 
influences  which  have  been  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  youth  of  America. 
They  realize  that  the  great  need  of 
youth  for  security,  for  friendship, 
for  recognition,  for  adventure  and 
for  the  discovery  of  latent  talents 
can  be  met  in  a  unique  way  through 
the  organization  of  a  Boys’  Club  as 
a  definite  and  tangible  place  to 
which  the  boy  can  go  at  any  time 
and  in  which  he  can  find  a  welcome 
for  himself  and  his  own  kind  and 
a  program  of  activity  at  the  level 
of  his  own  interests. 

The  Boys’  Club,  as  it  has  grown 
and  developed  in  New  England  is 
not  a  crime  prevention  agency.  It 
is  a  character  building  project.  It 
does  not  treat  the  boy  as  though  he 


were  an  abnormal  being  but  offers 
him  all  the  recreation  and  stimula¬ 
tion  which  normal  boys  demand. 
Here  he  can  find  new  possibilities 
within  himself  and  respond  to  that 
kind  of  leadership  which  under¬ 
stands  and  values  him  as  a  partici¬ 
pating  citizen  in  a  great  democracy. 
The  "gang”  contains  the  grass  roots 
of  democracy.  Tty;  New  England 
Boys’  Clubs  give  these  roots  a  chance 
to  grow  and  blossom  into  honorable 
citizenship,  thus  helping  in  the  real 
flowering  of  New  England. 

So  many  well-administered  Boys’ 
Clubs  have  become  part  and  parcel 
of  the  New  England  scene,  the  hope 
may  still  be  expressed  that  this 
splendid  movement  will  continue  to 
grow,  that  there  will  be  even  more 
projects  in  some  of  the  unorganized 
cities  and  districts  resulting  from 
the  practical  expression  of  the  con¬ 
cern  of  statesmen,  business  men  and 
citizens  for  the  welfare  of  the  New 
England  of  tomorrow.  Trenchantly 
do  Boys’  Club  leaders  assert,  ”It  is 
better  to  build  boys  than  to  mend 
men.”

Boys’  Club  Junior  Program 
Curtailed  by  Heating  System 


Because  of  a  deplorably  antlquat 
ed  heating  system,  incapable  of 
providing  heat  fee  the  building  and 
hot  water  for  baths  at  the  same 
time,  the  activities  for  junior  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fall  River  Boys  Club 
are  being  seriously  curtailed  these 
days. 

The  question  as  to  whether  it 
should  be  hot  baths  for  upwards  of 
500  members  of  the  senior  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Boys  Club  and  cur¬ 
tailed  activities  for  the  juniors,  or 
no  baths  and  the  usual  junior  ac¬ 
tivities  has  been  the  problem  that 
Managing  Director  Thomas  Chew 
has  had  to  solve. 

The  intricacies  of  the  situation 
called  for  a  great  deal  of  delibera¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Chew,  and 
eventually  weekly  baths  for  the 
senior  members  won  over  the  cus¬ 
tomary  activities  for  the  junior 
members,  and  in  consequence  the 
Anawan  Street  building  is  now 
closed  to  junior  members  Saturday 
afternoons. 

As  an  example  of  the  situation 
which  exists.  Mr.  Chew  points  out 
that  last  Saturday  over  500  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  senior  department  en¬ 
joyed  hot  batlis.  This  is  a  weekly 
occurence  and  Mr.  Chew  states  that 
it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  sufficient  amount  of  hot 
water  and  at  the  same  time  heat 
the  building,  inasmuch  as  tho  heat 
for  the  waAer  and  the  building  or¬ 
iginate  from  the  same  plant. 

Hot  baths  for  the  junior  members 
are  compulsory  each  time  the 
youngsters  have  a  swim  in  the  pool 
which  may  be  several  times  a  week. 

The  great  demand  for  hot  baths 
on  Saturday  by  senior  members  is, 
according  to  Mr.  Chew,  indicative 
of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of 
the  seniqr  members  do  not  have 
adequate  bathing  facilities  in  their 
homes,  and  the  health  and  personal  I 
cleanliness  was  the  predominating  I 
factor  that  Mr.  Chew  considered  in  ■ 
arriving  at  the  determination  to  H 
curtail  junior  activities  on  Saturday  ■ 
afternoons. 

To  those  conversant  with  the  sit-* 
uation,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  r'  H 
River  Boys’  Club  is  experiencing!* 
heating  difficulties,  because  the  I 
present  heating  system  has  been  in  IV 
use  for  about  20  years,  and  the  vol¬ 
ume  of  boys  and  young  men  now 
being  served  has  more  than  trebled 
during  this  period.

This,  of  course,  is  duo  to  the 
generosity  of  the  late  M.  C.  D.  Bor¬ 
den,  who  provided  the  money  for 
the  erection  of  both  the  Anawan 
and  Pocasset  Street  buildings.  Like¬ 
wise  It  is  distinguished  from  all 
other  boys’  clubs  in  the  country  be¬ 
cause  of  the  extensive  programs  it 
affords  for  senior  members.  No 
other  club  in  the  country  has  senior 
member  programs  which  even  re¬ 
motely  approach  those  of  the  local 
club. 


^n  addition,  the  local  blub  has  be¬ 
come  country-wide  known  because 
of  the  fact  that  Thomas  Chew,  its 
managing  director,  is  the  oldest 
boys’  club  executive  in  the  United 
States,  both  in  the  point  of  age  and

raise  funds  for  much  needed  re-  j 
pairs  and  renovations  to  the  two  j 
Boys’  Club  buildings  and  to  pro-: 
vide  money  for  current  expenses 
and  maintenance  of  the  organiza- ! 
tion  during  the  two-year  period  of1 
1940  and  1941,  were  completed  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di 
rectors  at  the  club  late  yesterday. 

The  directors  say  they  took  this 
step  as  one  of  the  only  two  courses  ; 
left  for  them  to  pursue,  the  alterna- 1 
tive  being  the  suspension  of  all  I 
junior  activities  and  the  closing  of 
the  Anawan  Street  Building. 

Inclusion  of  a  two-year  current 
maintenance  expense  in  the  general 
campaign  fund  was  literally  forced 
upon  the  Board  of  Directors,  it 
states,  by  a  very  serious  reduction 
in  income  from  endowment  funds, 
which,  up  to  recent  years,  has  been 
sufficient,  but  is  now  quite  inade¬ 
quate  due  to  a  Junior  Department 
membership  increase  of  approxi¬ 
mately  1,000  under-privileged  boys 

above  the  500  members  for  which 
the  building  was  originally  designed.

Spends  Less 

Inquiry  Reveals  Output  Of 
Funds  Per  Member  Here 
Lower  Than  Elsewhere. 

Fall  River  is  spending  less  per  ( 
boy  per  year  .for  the  maintenance 
and  upkeep  of  the  Junior  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Boys’  Club  •  of  Fall 
River  than  is  being  spent  in  any 
other  New  England  Boys’  Club  city 
with  the  single  exeception  of  Hart-  j 
foi’d,  Conn. 

This  faet  has  been  revealed  ( 
through  a  survey  requested  by 
Richard  K.  Hawes,  General  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Boys’  Club  Campaign, 
which  shows  that  while  Fall  River  - 
is  spending  only  $6.12  per  boy  per  I 
year,  other  New  England  Boys'  I 
Clubs  with  comparable  membership  ! 
are  spending  as  high  as  $12,  $14 
and  $16  per  boy  per  year  to  main-  j 
tain  normal  recreational,  physical  j 
and  educational  activities  for  Boys’  | 
Club  members. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  \ 
Directors  of  the  Boys’  Club,  these 
facts  plainly  indicated  that  in  re¬ 
cent  years  Fall  River  has  lagged  ! 
lamentably  in  maintaining  former  | 
high  standards  achieved  in  the  local 
Boys’  Club  and  it  is  pointed  out  | 
that  seriously  decreased  annual  ;■ 
revenue  is‘  definitely  responsible  for 
the  present  situation. 

Income  Has  Decreased 
During  the  past  seven  years,,  in-  i 
come  from  Boys’  Club  of  Fall  River  ! 
endowment  funds  has  decreased 
23%,  which  means  that  Managing 
Director  Thomas  Chew  has  been 
obliged  to  curtail  gradually  serv¬ 
ices  to  the  Boys’  Club  membership 
to  meet  the  constantly  decreasing  ' 
annual  income. 

“Quite  naturally,”  said  Mr.  Chew 
today,  “it  has  been  impossible  to 
make  even  minor  repairs  to  our 
buildings  in  the  face  of  our  con-  , 
stantly  shrinking  income  and  this 
fact  is  responsible  for  the  condition 
in  which  the  club  finds  itself  today,  i 
The  plain  facts  of  the  case  are  not 
only  was  it  impossible  for  us  to 
maintain  necessary  repair  work, 
but  we  had  to  cut  our  activities 
drastically  to  keep  within  our  an¬ 
nual  income. 

“This  I  believe  is  a  situation 
which  no  other  New  England  Boys’  1 
Club  has  had  to  face  and  unless  I 
we  can  do  something  to  remedy  the 
condition  no  one  wants  to  guess 
just  what  will  happen  to  our  activ-  j 
ities  in  the  future.” 

According  to  the  survey  of  Boys’ 
Club  expenditures  in  other  New 
England  cities  it  is  shown  that  the 
Central  Boys’  Club,  which  is  one  of  j 
three'  maintained  in  Providence, 
with  a  membership  almost  iden-  ; 
tical  with  that  of  the  Boys’  Club  of 
Fall  River,  spends  $15.85  per  boy  1 
per  year. 

The  Wanskuck  and  Olyneville, 
Clubs  in  Providence  with  much 
larger  memberships  are  spending 
$11.98  and  $11.35  respectively.  In  the 
City  of  Pittsfield  with  a  population 
of  50,000  less  than  Fall  River,’  and 
more  than  twice  the  membership 
of  the  Junior  department  of  the 
Boys’  Club  of  Fall  River,  the  Pitts¬ 
field  Boys’  Club  is  spending  $14.62 
per  boy  per  year,  as  against  $6.12  ; 
per  boy  per  year  in  Fall  River.

Club  activities  exceed '  that  of  Fall 
River  include:

At  the  annual  convention  of  the  j 
(oys’  Club  Federation  of  America 
p  be  held  at  Boston  in  May,  rep-  ! 
esentatives  of  boys'  clubs  through- 
ut.  the  United  States  will  pay 
:onor  to  Mr.  Chew,  on  which  oc-  i 
asion  he  will  be  presented  with  a 
old  medal  to  mark  his  half  cen- 
ury  as  a  Boys’  Club  worker. 

For  14  years,  Mr.  Chew  contin- 
led  as  a  mill  operative,  always 
(herishing  the  thought,  however, ! 
if  some  day  being  able  to  leave  the 
pill  and  establish  himself  in  some  j 
:ind  of  worthwhile  work.  His  op¬ 
portunity  to  break  away  from  the 
lull  routine  existence  as  a  weaver 
|ame  at  the.  age  of  27  when  he  be- 
:ame  janitor  of  the  Fall  River 
fMCA. 

It  was  while  he  was  thus  em- 
iloyed  that  emissaries  of  the  Chris- 
iqn  Workers  Association  arrived 
n  Fall  River  and  started  a  move¬ 
ment  to  raise  funds  to  provide  for 


store  on  Third  Street  which  had 
previously  been  used  as  a  mill  oil 
store.  Under  the  guiding  genius  of 
Mr.  Chew  the  origiital  membership 
of  126  boys  rapidly  grew  to  1,000 
and  before  the  end  of  the  first  year 
new  quarters  were  necessap’- 
The  new  quarters  were  in  a  loft 
on  Pocasset  Street  where  the  Club 
carried  on  for  a  period  of  five 
years. 

As  grew  the  membership  of  the 
Boys’  Club,  so  also  increased  dif¬ 
ficulties  which  Mr.  Chew  must  en¬ 
counter. 

Reflecting  upon  his  early  experi¬ 
ences  Mr.  Chew  said  today  that  he 
had  repeatedly  been  told  that  there 
was  little  chance  of  molding  a  boy’s 
life  after  he  had  reached  the 
adolescent  age. 

‘‘To  my  sorrow,”  said  Mr.  Chew, 

"I  found  this  only  too  true  and 
my  big  problem  was  to  overcome 
the  difficulties  which  came  from 
handling  boys  in  the  teen  ages. 

“It  just  seemed  as  though  I 
could  do  nothing  with  the  older 
boys  in  the  Club,  and  finally 
things  reached  the  stage  where  I 
had  to  dismiss  the  older  boys 
from  the  Club  and  not  allow 
them  the  privileges  with  the 
younger  boys.  ; 

“I  continued  wrestling  with 
the  problem,  however,  and  final¬ 
ly  established  a  working  code  of 
discipline,  and  I  think  I  may  say 
that  through  those  early  efforts 
I  thoroughly  established  the 
truth  of  the  phrase  'one  Boys’ 
Club  is  worth  more  than  100 
Policemen's  Clubs.’  " 

During  the  early  years  of  Mr. 
Chew's  work  with  boys  in  Fall 
River  he  made  friends  galore,  and 
none  stauncher  than  the  late 
M.C.D.  Borden  who  in  1897  erected 
the  Anawan  Street  building  which 
became  the  first  building  in  the 
United  States  to  be  owned  by  a  j 
Boys’  Club. 

Nine  years  later  Mr.  Borden 
built  the  Pocasset  Street  build-  j 
ing  to  be  devoted  to  use  of  the 
older  boys  and  young  men. 

Endowments  Established 

The  local  club  is  unique  in  that  ! 
it  is  the  only  boys’  organization 
with  a  men’s  branch.  There  are 
many  men’s  organizations  with 
,  boys'  clubs  connected  with  them, 

I  but  this  is  the  only  club  in  which 
|  the  men’s  department  is  a  branch 


of  and  growth  of  the  work  with 
boys.  The  Pocasset  Street  building 
is  usually  designated  as  the  men’s 
department  of  the  Boys'  Club. 

In  addition  to  his  magnificent 
gift  of  the  Boys’  Club  Buildings 
Mr.  Borden  endowed  the  Boys’  Club 
generously,  and  thus  set  an  ex¬ 
ample  followed  by  about  30  other 
generous  citizens  of  Fall  River. 

Until  recent  years,  the  income 
from  endowments  provided  money 
for  current  operating  expenses  to  a 
degree  which  enabled  the  Club  to 
operate  without  making  any  gener¬ 
al  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  Fall 
River. 

This  income  was  not  sufficient 
[  however  to  provide  funds  for  major 
repairs  and  general  upkeep  of  the! 
buildings. 

For  the  past  seven  years  Endow¬ 
ment  income  has  constantly 
dwindled  to  a  point  which  in  1939 
was  22%  below  the  income  received 
in  1932. 

Because  of  the  decreased  income, 
Managing  Director  Chew  has  been, 
forced  to  cut  activities  drastically® 
particularly  during  the  Win/  J 
months.  Aj J

|  dangerous  financial  situation  has

$50,000  Campaign  Launched 

In  short,  the  citizens  of  Fall 

River  can  no  longer  take  their 

Boys’  Chib  for  granted.  If  the  Boys’ 
Club  is  to  continue  the  people  of 
the  -city  must  accept  it  as  a  com¬ 
munity  responsibility  by  providing 
funds  through  popular  subscription 
to  the  amount  of  $50,000.

To  Raise  Funds  For 
Institution. 

Nearly  200  men  and  women  head¬ 
ed  by  Most  Rev.  James  E.  Cassidy, 
Bishop  of  Fall  River  and  represen¬ 
tatives  of  every  phase  of  civic  en¬ 
deavor  in  Fall  River  comprise  a 
Citizens  Sponsoring-  Committee  of 
the  Golden  Jubilee  Campaign  of  the 
Boys'  Club  of  Fall  River,  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  announcement  made  to¬ 
day  by  Richard  K.  Hawes,  general 
chairman  of  the  campaign. 

Thomas  Chew,  founder  of  the 
Boys’  Club  and  for  50  years  its  di¬ 
rector,  today  expressed  .  his  keen 
satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  so 
many  of  his  good  friends  have 
placed  their  stamp  of  approval  on 
the  coming  campaign  by  becom¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Sponsoring 
Committee,  thereby  pledging  their 
endeavor  toward  making  an  unqual¬ 
ified  success  of  the  campaign  to 
be  staged  early  in  March. 

"To  many  people  It  may  come  as 
something  of  a  shock  to  learn  that 
the  Boys’  Club  has  not  been  get¬ 
ting  along  financially  as  perhaps 
the  general  public  thought,”  said 
Mr.  Chew.  "As  a  matter  of  fact 
we  have  been  hoping  that  the  finan¬ 
cial  affairs  of  the  club  might  im¬ 
prove  to  such  a  degree  that  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  appeal  to  the 
general  public  for  financial  aid. 

"We  are,  however,  up  against  the 
cold  hard  facts  that  the  club  can¬ 
not  continue  to  function  with  any 
such  degree  of  efficiency  and  service 
as  in  the  past  years  unless  commu¬ 
nity-wide  support  is  received.

During  the  past  seven 
years  we  have  been  unable  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  money  to  make  necessary 
repairs  to  our  buildings  and  now 
the  time  has  come  when  this  is 
an  absolute  essential. 

"This  is  the  first  time  in  the  50 
years  of  the  Club’s  existence  a 
j  city-wide  appeal  has  been  made  for 
financial  aid,  and  I  feel  sure  when 
the  people  of  Fall  River  know  of 
cur  predicament  they  will  respond 
I  financially."

Mr.  Morley  falls  the  task  of 
supervising  organization  of  16 
men's  teams  which  will  solicit  pros¬ 
pects  in  the  business  sections  of  the 
city,  while  Miss  Flynn  will  be 
charged  with  the  organization  of  12 
units  of  women  workers  for  the  so¬ 
licitation  of  several  hundred  pros¬ 
pects  in  residential  areas. 

'  The  fundamental  plan  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  is  to  make  a  solicitation  of 
all  prospe.cts  at  their  places  of  work 
,  or  business. 

All  persons  not  having  a  place  of 
work  or  business  in  Fall  River  out¬ 
side  of  their  homes  will  be  solicited 
at  their  residences  by  the  women’s 
teams.  Both  Mr.  Morley  and  Miss 
Flynn  have  already  begun  active  or¬ 
ganization  of  their  units  and  aim  to 
have  the  soliciting  organization  of 
the  campaign  ready  by  Feb.  20.

Boys  Club  Bank  Survives 

6 Runs ?  Four  Times  a  Year \ 


Fall  River  has  a  saving's  institu¬ 
tion  of  which  little  or  nothing  is 
known  by  the  general  public,  and 
even  leading  figures  in  the  city’s 
financial  circles  are  ignorant  of  the 
activities  although  this  bank  has 
for  years  weathered  at  least  four 
"runs"  a  year  without  causing  even 
a  ripple  of  misgiving  among  its  de¬ 
positors. 

While  there  are  about  1,500  po¬ 
tential  depositors  in  this  bank, 
there  has  never  been  more  than  400 
accounts  open  at  any  one  time  and 
the  aggregate  deposits  have  never 
exceeded  ,$80. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  a  depositor 
who  has  an  account  of  15  or  20 
cents  is  looked  upon  by  his  fellow 
citizens  as  more  or  less  of  a  pluto¬ 
crat,  while  those  whose  deposits  ag¬ 
gregate  a  few  dollars  are  definitely 
placed  in  the  category  of  "million¬ 
aires,'1  for  this  bank  is  a  savings 
institution  of  the  Fall  River  Boys’ 
Club  membership.  A  boy  may  de¬ 
posit  as  little  as  one  cent  and  he 
may  make  deposits  as  frequently  as 
he  sees  fit,  and  likewise  he  may 


withdraw  his  account  at  any  time 


in  part  or  in  its  entirety. 

The  greatest  number  of  with¬ 
drawals  are  experienced  just  before 
Easter,  Mother's  Day,  Father's  Day 
and  Christmas. 

On  many  occasions  withdrawals 
at  Christmas  time  have  been  siz¬ 
able  enough  to  provide  Christmas  | 
dinner  for  the  young  depositor’s 
family. 

James  F.  Sullivan,  superintendent 
of  the  junior  department  of  the 
Boys’  Club  has  noticed  that  in- 1 
creases  in  the  number  of  depositors 
is  almost  sure  to  follow  the  peri¬ 
odical  runs  on  the  bank,  which  to  I 
him  is  indicative  that  the  boys 
who  do  not  have  accounts  sizable  | 
enough  to  provide  a  Christmas  din¬ 
ner  for  their  families  or  to  pur¬ 
chase  something  nice  in  the  way 
of-a  Mother's  Day  gift  have  a  de¬ 
sire  to  emulate  their  more  provi¬ 
dent  club  members  so  that  they  too 
may  get  into  the  plutocratic  class, 
according  to  the  standards  of  this 
very  unique  savings  bank.

Nearly  200  men  and  woinen  head¬ 
ed  by  Most  Rev.  James  E.  Cassidy, 
Bishop  of  Fall  River  and  represen¬ 
tatives  of  every  phase  of  civic  en¬ 
deavor  in  Fall  River  comprise  a 
Citizens  Sponsoring  Committee  of 
tile  Golden  Jubilee  Campaign  of  the 
Boys’  Club  of  Fall  River,  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  announcement  made  to¬ 
day  by  Richard  K.  Hawes,  general 
chairman  of  the  campaign. 

Thomas  Chew,  founder  of  the 
Boys’  Glub  and  for  50  years  its  di¬ 
rector,  today  expressed  .  his  keen 
satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  so

“To  many  people  it  may  come  as 
something  of  a  shock  to  learn  that 
the  Hoys’  Club  has  not  been  get¬ 
ting  along  financially  as  perhaps 
the  general  public  thought,”  said 
Mr.  Chew.  “As  a  matter  of  fact 
we  have  been  hoping  that  the  finan¬ 
cial  affairs  of  the  club  might  im¬ 
prove  to  such  a  degree  that  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  appeal  to  the 
general  public  for  financial  aid. 

“We  are,  however,  up  against  the 
cold  hard  facts  that  the  club  can¬ 
not  continue  to  function  with  any 
such  degree  of  efficiency  and  service 
as  in  the  past  years  unless  commu¬ 
nity-wide  support  is  received. 

“For  several  years  income  from 
our  endowment  funds  has  been 
gradually  dwindling  to  a  point 
where  last  year  it  was  approxi¬ 
mately  22  per  cent  below  the  in¬ 
come  in  1932.  During  the  past  seven 
years  we  have  been  unable  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  money  to  make  necessary 
repairs  to  our  buildings  and  now 
the  time  has  come  when  this  is 
an  absolute  essential. 

“This  is  the  first  time  in  the  50 
years  of  the  Club’s  existence  a 
city-wide  appeal  has  been  made  for 
financial  aid,  and  I  feel  sure  when 
the  people  of  Fall  River  know  of 
cur  predicament  they  will  respond 
financially."

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As  the  dire  financial  plight  of  the 
Fall  River  Boys’  Club  becomes  gen¬ 
erally  realized  throughout  the  city, 
more  and  more  enthusiasm  is  being 
voiced  in  favor  of  the  project  for 
raising  $50,000  to  make  extensive 
and  essential  repairs  to  the  Club 
buildings  which  were  the  gift  of  the 


late  M.  C.  D.  Borden,  and  provide 
current  running  expenses  for  the 
next  two  years. 

The  present  need  for  financial  aid 
exists  because  the  club’s  income 
from  invested  endowments  has  de¬ 
creased  22%  in  the  past  seven  years, 
and  is  now  insufficient  to  provide 
even  a  modest  program  for  the 
moral,  mental  and  physical  better¬ 
ment  of  Fall  River's  future  citi¬ 
zenry. 

Plans  for  the  Golden  Jubilee 
Campaign  to  raise  funds  for  the 
Boys  'Club  have  been  designed  to 
provide  afi  opportunity  for  every¬ 
body  in  Fall  River  to  participate  as 
contributors  to  a  worthwhile  activ¬ 
ity. 

It  is  proposed  to  solicit  every 
man  and  woman  where  he  or  she 
works,  which  means  that  each  place 
of  business  in  the  city  will  be  made 
the  unit  of  solicitation  by  the  team 
workers. 

In  consequence,  the  army  of 
workers  enlisted  under  the  banner 
of  the  Men’s  Division,  of  which 
City  Councillor  Lewis  R.  Morley  is 
j  chairman,  will  confine  their  efforts,, 
to  the  downtown  business  section 
of  the  city. 

City  Is  Divided 

To  simplify  and  make  the  task 
as  easy  as  possible,  the  business 
section  of  the  city  has  been  divided 
into  districts,  each  one  being  as¬ 
signed  to  a.  team  of  men  workers, 
under  the  direction  of  a  team  can- 
tain. 

j  These  districts  are  small  in  area, 
enabling  the  members  of  each  team 
to  concentrate  their  work.  Chair¬ 
man  Morley  is  now  busily  engaged 
signing  up  16  team  captains  and  . 
lieuttenants  who  in  turn  will  or¬ 
ganize  a  team  of  workers  for  each 
district. 

The  date  for  opening  tne  Cam¬ 
paign  has  been  set  for  March  4, 
which  means  that  the  work  of  or¬ 
ganizing  teams  must  be  rushed  in¬ 
asmuch  as  the  campaign  plan  calls 
for  complete  team  organization  not 
later  than  Feb.  23.  alter,  which 
date  instruction  meetings  are  to  be 
held  for  each  team  that  all  may  be 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  de¬ 
tails  of  the  job  at  hand. 

Work  of  Women’s  Teams 

To  the  Women’s  Division,  head¬ 
ed  by  Miss  Dorothy  M.  Flynn,  as 
chairman,  falls  the  assignment  of 
soliciting  all  persons  who  do  not 
have  a  place  of  work  or  business 
outside  their  homes. 

The  work  of  the  women’s  team 
will  be  confined  to  the  residential  I 
sections  of  the  city  which,  like  the 
business  sections,  have  been  divided 
into  districts,  each  assigned  to  a 
team. 

To  eliminate  the  possibility  of  a  j 
man  and  his  wife  both  being  asked  ‘ 
to  contribute,  all  pledges  are*  to  be 
asked  in  the  name  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
in  every  case  of  married  persons, 
and  only  the  men  will  be  solicited. 
This  means  that  the  work  of  the 
women's  team  workers  will  not  be 
a  house-to-house  canvass  for  cam¬ 
paign  funds,  but  instead  the  women 
workers  will  solicit  definite  pros¬ 
pects  such  as  "retired  persond, 
widows,  unmarried  women  and- 
others  who  may  be  contacted  onlyj 
at  their  homes. 

The  fact  that  the  campaign  is  to! 
cover  a  two  year  period  of  financ-i 
ing  current  running  expenses, 
means  that  the  people  of  Fall  River, 
will  not  again  be  asked  to  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  support  of  the  Boys’

For  Campaign 

Opened  Today

31  North  Main  Street  Is 
Center  of  Operations; 
Publicity  Man  Named. 

With  the  opening  today  of  head- 1 
quarters  at  31  North  Main  Street,  ; 
opposite  the  Durfce  Theater,  the 
Boys  Club  Golden  Jubilee  Campaign 
to  raise  the  sum  of  $50,000  is  getting 
into  stride  and  will  be  intensely 
prosemuted  from  now  until  the 
opening  of  the  campaign,  Monday, 
March  4. 

Simultaneously  with  the  opening 
of  headquarters,  a  publicity  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  launched  under  the 
direction  of  an  active  committee. 

According  to  plans  laid  out  by 
this  committee,  the  people  of  Fall 
River  will  be  thoroughly  informed 
regarding  the  needs  of  the  Boys 
Club  and  the  constantly  increasing 
handicaps  which  are  hampeiing 
Managing  Director  Thomas  Chew 
in  his  endeavors  to  maintain  a  high 
level  of  operating  efficiency. 

In  this  connection  Mr,  Chew 
points  out  the  fact  that  income 
from  endowments  made  to  the  Boys’ 

Club  by  the  late  .M-C.D.  Borden  and 
other  generous  citizens  has  been 
persistently  decreasing  for  the  past 
seven  years. 

Income  from  these  endowments 
was  at  the  high  peak  in  1932,  since 
which  time  it  has  decreased  22  per 
cent  until  only  $10,080  was  received 
by  Treasurer,  William  D.  Keefe  in 
1939. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  financial  ex¬ 
perts  there  will  be  further  decreases 
this  year. 

The  personnel  of  the  subcommit¬ 
tees  of  the  publicity  division  of  the 
campaign  were  announced  today  as 
follows:

Boys’  Club  ^President  Tells 
Of  Repair  s  Deemed  Neees* 


Dr.  I  enner  A.  Chace  Says 
Money  Raised  in  50th 
Anniversary  Campaign 
To  Be  Used  to  Permit 
Continuation  of  Fine 
Work  Done  By  Mr. 
Chew. 

Stressing  the  urgent  need  of 
immediate  repairs  to  the  Boys’ 
Club  buildings  if  club  activities  are 
to  be  continued,  Dr.  Fenner  A., 
Chace,  President  of  the  Boys’  iClub' 
of  Fall  River,  urges  city  wide  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  Cam¬ 
paign,  March  4  to  15,  in  an  inter¬ 
view  today. 

Dr.  Chace  laid  emphasis  on  the 
fact  that  pledges  to  the  Campaign 
Fund  may  be  paid  in  six  install-’ 
ments  oVer  a  period  of  two  years, 
and  that  gifts  to  this  worthy  cause 
are  deductable  from  income  tax  re¬ 
turns. 

“In  this,  the  year  'of  its  Golden 
Jubilee  Celebration  as  the  Qldest 
Boys’  Club  in  America,  the  Boys’ 
Club  of  Fall  River  is  for  the  first 
time  making  a  city  wide  appeal  for 
i  funds  to  be  used  for  a  capital  ex- 
;  pense,’’  said  Dr.  Chace. 

“Because  of  a  seriously  curtailed 
Income  from  endowments  during 
the  past  seven  years,  the  Club  finds 
itself  in  a  precarious  financial  con¬ 
dition,  seriously  threatening  utter 
abandonment  of  many  of  the  fund¬ 
amental  activities,  which  in  reality 
have  constituted  a  community  in¬ 
surance  against  delinquency  and 
crime. 

Endowment  Income  Less 
“Following  the  example  of  the 
late  M.  C.  D.  Borden,  whose  gen¬ 
erosity  provided  Fall  River  with  the 
Boys’  Club  buildings,  many  citizens 
have  from  time  to  time  generously 
endowed  the  project. 

"For  many  years  with  the  aid 
of  the  income  from  these  endow¬ 
ments,  it  was  possible  to  finance 
the  Club's  activities.  During  the 
past  seven  years  income  from  en¬ 
dowments  has  been  cut  22  percent 
and  reduced  to  a  point  where  it  is 
no  longer  possible  to  continue  the 
work  without  community-wide  sup¬ 
port. 

“The  sum  of  $50,000  is  asked  from 
the  citizens  of  the  city,  thousands 
of  whom  have  never  before  been 
asked  to  give  anything  to  this  the 
city’s  outstanding  social  service  ac¬ 
tivity. 

“The  fund  is  to  be  used  in  mak¬ 
ing  major  and  very  essential  re¬ 
pairs  to  the  Boys’  Club  buildings 
and  to  provide  current  running  ex¬ 
penses  for  a.  period  of  two  years. 

“In  consequence  the  success  of 
this  campaign  means  that  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Fall  River  will  not  be  again 
asked  to  contribute  to  the  Boys’ 
Club  until  1942. 

Extensive  Repairs  Necessary 
“A  resume  of  the  treasurer's  ac¬ 
counts  shows  that  ever  a  period  of 
20  years  an  average  of  only  $500 
a  year  has  been  expended  for  re¬ 
pairs  to  buildings. 

"The  result  is  that  extensive  re¬ 
pairs  must  be  made  if  the  Club 
buildings  are  to  be  kept  open  to  the 
boys  and  young  men  of  Fall  Riv¬ 
er. 

“Fall  River’s  grand  old  man 
Thomas  Chew,  founder  of  the 
Boys’  Club,  and  its  directing 
genius  throughout  his  half  century 
of  service,  have  striven  diligently 
and  patiently  to  provide  the  1,500 
Junior  members  with  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  constructive  programs. 

"No  one  knows  better  than  our 
beloved  Tom  Chew  that  idle  hours 
are  dangerous  hours  for  the  youth 
in  any  community.  Throughout  his 
life  this  outstanding  man  has  been 
exponent  of  the  theory  that  it  is 
community  economy  to  build  boys 
rather  than  to  repair  men. 

"The  success  which  he  has 
achieved  is  evidenced  by  the  thou¬ 
sands  upon  thousands  of  men  to¬ 
day  successful  in  the  professions 
and  business  as  well  as  in  political 
and  civic  life  who  are  proud  to 
acclaim  themselves  alumni  of  the 
Boys’  Club  of  Fall  River,  and  pay 
loving  tribute  to  the  man  who  for 
so  many  years  has  been  the  guid¬ 
ing  genius  of  the  oldest  Boys’  Club 
in  America. 

Many  Programs  Cut  ' 

“Due  to  the  reduced  budgets  on 


which  he  has  been  forced  to 
operate  during  the  past  few  years, 
Mr.  Chew  has  been  faced  with  the 
necessity  of  eliminating  a  great 
deal  of  the  constructive  programs 
of  former  years.  One  by  one  Mr. 
Chew  has  reluctantly  discontinued 
most  of  the  educational  classes 
which  for  years  has  constituted  an 
outstanding  background  of  Boys' 
Club  work  in  Fall  River.  No 
longer  are  the  boys  privileged  to 
receive  instructions  in  basket¬ 
weaving,  clay  modeling,  copper 
work,  sloyd,  Npainting,  free  hand 
drawing,  sign  writing  and  ,  toy 
making  simply  because  the  money 
available  has  been  insufficient  t 
provide  material  and  instructors. 

“An  expert  survey  of  the  phys 
cal  condition  of  the  ,  buildings  hj 
revealed  that  essential  repairs 
cludp :  new  roofs  on  both  buildin 
new  heating  plant,  painting  of 
terior  and  interior,  new  flo 
pointing  masonry,  replacement , 
steel  ceilings,  filters  and  acd 
sories’  for  keeping  the  swimm: 
pool  sanitary  and  usable,  sto 
windows  on  west  side  of  both  bui 
ings,  new  picture  machine,  n 
bowling  alleys,  new  fire  esca 
gymnasium  mats,  locker  roi 
benches,  plumbing  in  shower  bat! 
replacing  of  cracked  windo 
chairs,  tables,  games,  partitions  ,,, 
class  rooms,  and  incidentals,  all  \\ 
which  are  estimated  to  cost  an' 
proximately  $35,000. 

“The  remainder  of  the  $50,000 
asked  will  be  budgeted  to  absorb 
the  costs  of  this  campaign  and  to 
provide  current  running  expenses 
tor  the  next  two  years. 

“The  citizens  of  Fall  River  are 
a-sked  to  contribute  to  the  fund  in 
pledges  payable  in  six  installments 
falling  due  on  April  1,  August  1 
December  1,  1940,  and  on  April  1,’ 
August  1,  and  December  1,  1941,  or 
payable  on  any  other  terms  or  con¬ 
ditions  the  contributor  may  wish  to 
make. 

"Gifts  from  individuals  and  part¬ 
nerships  may  be  deducted  from  Fed¬ 
eral  tax  returns  up  to  15%  of  net 
income  and  gifts  of  corporations* 
may  be  deducted  trom  Federal 
tax  returns  up  to  5%  of  net  in¬ 
come. 


What  Boys’  Club  Does 

As  an  example  of  the  handicaps 
which  have  beset  the  club  prograip 
the  present  Winter  is  cited  the  fact 
that  because  of  a  deplorably  anti¬ 
quated  heating  system,  incapable 
of  providing  heat  for  the  building 
and  hot  water  for  baths  at  the 
same  time,  the  activities  for  Junior 
members  of  the  Club  are  being  se¬ 
riously  curtailed. 

“The  question  as  to  whether 
should  be  hot  baths  for  upwards 
500  members  of  the  senior  depai1 
ment  of  the  Boys’  Club  and  . 
tailed  activities  for  the  Juniors 
no  baths  and  the  usual  junior 
tivities  has  been  the  problem  th 
Managing  Director  Thomas  Che 
has  had  to  solve. 

"A  great  many  people  ask  wha 
the  Boys’  Club  does.  Briefly,  th 
answer  is— The  Boys’  Club  take 
boys  off  the  streets— supplement, 
’gang"  leadership  with  trained  re 
creational  leaders — converts  dan 
gerous  idle  hours  into  periods  of 
reconstructive  recreation,  sound 
body  building,  and  opportunities 
for  mental  development  and  char¬ 
acter  building — reduces  delinquency 
and  crime— develoups  fair  play  and 
good  sportsmanship— teaches  Amer¬ 
icanism  and  respect  for  Constitu¬ 
tional  Government."

Says  Boys’  Work  Executive 


A  Leap  Year  party  was  enjoyed 
at  the  dinner  meeting  of  the  Fall 
River  Quota  Club  last  night  at  the 
Women’s  Union.  Miss  Cecilia  F. 
Newton  was  chairman  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  also  introduced  the  guest 
speaker  David  W.  Armstrong  of 
Worcester,  State  Commissioner  of 
Public  Welfare,  who  spoke  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  “Crime  Prevention”  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  Quotarians.  Thomas 
Chew,  Superintendent  of  the  Fall 
River  Boys’  Club,  was  a  guest. 

Mr.  Armstrong  explained  the  op¬ 
erations  of  the  State  Welfare  De- 
pai  tment.  He  declared  that  he  has 
found  in  his  work  that  what  is 
needed  most  in  America  is  preven¬ 
tative  work.  He  said: 

“It  is  pitiable  that  w;e  must  spend 
billions  of  dollars  on  relief,  crime 
prevention,  repair  of  individuals 
physically  handicapped  and  hin¬ 
dered  by  disease,  with  more  and 
more  money  being  poured  into  re¬ 
lief  enterprises,  and  it  is  about 
time  we  did  something  of  a  preven¬ 
tative  nature  to  build  and  develop 
the  health  and  character  of  the 
people  in  this  country.  Until  we 
do  that,  the  expenses  of  remedial 
activities  will  grow  constantly.” 

Tribute  to  Mr.  Chew 

Mr.  Armstrong  paid  a  glowing 
tribute  to  Superintendent  Chew, 
whose  advice  he  has  sought  since 
first  entering  boys’  club  work  in 
which  he  has  become  on  outstand¬ 
ing  leader.  He  said: 

“After  50  years  of  faithful  serv¬ 
ice  given  by  Mr.  Chew  in  this  city, 
we  should  show  him  something  tan¬ 
gible  in  the  way  of  appreciation.

Bishop  Cassidy 
Urges  Support 
Of  Campaign 


Declaring  the  Boys’  Club  of 
Fall  River  has  as  its  aim 
"Youth’s  Betterment,”  Most  Rev. 
James  E.  Cassidy,  Bishop  of  Fall 
River,  in  a  letter  read  at  all 
masses  here  yesterday  asked 
Catholics  to  answer  the  call  for 
funds  in  the  organization’s 
Golden  Jubilee  Campaign  with 
generosity.  The  Bishop’s  letter 
follows: 

"The  Boys’  Club  of  Fall  River

Boys9  Club  Has  Provided 
Fine  Insurance  to  Youth 
Of  This  City  Since  1890 


Joseph  P.  Casey ,  IV  PA  Recrea¬ 
tion  project  director  here  and  au¬ 
thority  on  youth  activity,  has  writ¬ 
ten  the  following  interesting  article 
on  the  work  of  the  Pall  River  Boys’ 
Club  in  connection  with  that  organ¬ 
ization's  Golden  Jubilee  Campaign. 


In  these  days,  when  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  to  argue  the  value 
of  insurance,  it  is  a  matter  of  pride 
for  Fall  River  to  remember  that  a 
form  of  insurance  only  now  begin¬ 
ning  to  be  appreciated  everywhere 
at  its  real  worth  was  introduced  in 
this  city  half  a  century  ago  by  a 
far-seeing  Fall  River  citizen 
named  Tom  Chew. 

This  particular  kind  of  insurance 
is  the  only  real  life  insurance,  for 
its  first  purpose  is  to  save  for  so¬ 
ciety  a  valuable  life  that  might  be 
lost,  and  in  saving  it  also  to  save 
the  future  expenditure  of  $900.00 
for  every  single  year  that  that  life 
is  passed  in  an  institution.  Here  is 
the  greatest  double  indemnity  offer¬ 
ed  by  any  form  of  insurance  ever 
issued 

Fifty  years  ago  Tom  Chew  sold 
this  kind  of  insurance  to  a  few 
civic-minded  fellow  citizens  who 
were  willing  to  pay  the  premiums 
for  the  future  benefit  of  Fall  River. 
His  simple,  unanswerable  argu¬ 
ment  was  that  besides  insuring 
against  the  costs  of  death  we 
should  insure  for  the  better  use  of 
life. 

First  Club  Here 

This  was  the  only  kind  of  insur¬ 
ance  Tom  Chew  offered  and  he  was 
the  outstanding  agent  in  the 
United  States.  He  sold  it  so  well 
that  by  1897  Fall  River  had  the 
first  building  in  North  America 
devoted  to  helping  boys  to  grow  up 
into  citizens  healthy  in  body,  in 
mind  and  in  character.  Today  all 
enlightened,  progressive  cities  have 
them. 

And  up  to  now,  1940,  it  has  not 
cost  the  public  of  Fall  River  one 
penny  for  the  incalculable  benefits 
paid  out  in  healthy  lives,  in  happy 
lives,  and  in  saved  costs  of  detention 
for  boys  who  without  the  Boys’ 
Club  would  have  failed  to  find  the 
good  life. 

The  annual  premium  paid  by  the 
Boys'  Club  of  Fall  River  to  insure 
the  production  of  one  good  citizen, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent 
the  future  cost  of  $900  a  year,  after  I 
other  damage  has  been  done,  ' 
amounts  to  $6.12.  This  premium 
has  always  been  paid  by  the  club  j 
out  of  its  own  resources  and  is  the 
lowest  per  capita  cost  for  11  repre¬ 
sentative  Boys’  Clubs  in  New  Eng¬ 
land.  Even  though  Fall  River  is 
the  pioneer  city  there  is  less  money 
available  here  than  anywhere  else> 
for  this  most  important  Work. 


A  city’s  real  wealth  is  its  good 
citizens.  All  other  wealth  is  sec-, 
ondary,  being  created  by  and  for 
them.  The  course  of  common  sense, 
therefore,  is  to  put  the  greatest 
effort  into  the  production  of  the 
real  wealth.  The  Boys’  Club, 
ithrough  its  gymnasiums,  baths, 
swimming  pool,  library  and  other 
physical  facilites,  and  through  its 
social  affairs,  citizenship  contests 
and  group  co-operation  on  its  or¬ 
ganized  teams  of  various  kinds, 
insures  the  average  boy  a  reason¬ 
able  chance  to  grow  up  healthy  in 
mind,  body  and  spirit. 

If  a  man  lacks  health  in  any  of 
these  three  respects  it  is  the  city’s 
loss  and  may  be  to  the  city’s  heavy 
cost. 

Early  Training  Vital 

In  a  recent  discussion  between  j 
Joseph  N.  Ulman,  judge  of  the j 
Supreme  Court  of  Maryland,  Aus¬ 
tin  H.  McCormick,  former  commis¬ 
sioner  of  correction  for  New  York 
City,  and  Sanford  Bates,  executive  ; 
director  of  the  Boys’  Clubs  of 
America,  the  third  requirement  for 
social  living,  good  spirit  or  char¬ 
acter,  was  under  consideration. 
They  agreed  that  a  beautiful  op¬ 
portunity  for  youngsters  to  train 
for  life  pleasurably  during  their 
[leisure  hours  is  vital.  Mr.  Bates 
brought  out  the  fact  that  during 
I  a  recent  survey  of  the  men  who 
were  confined  in  one  New  Jersey 
prison  each  was  asked  where  he 
had  played  when  he  was  a  boy.  Of 
the  660  convicts,  531  answered,  "In 
the  streets." 

The  very  low  crime  rate  of  Fin¬ 
land,  in  contrast,  and  the  conse¬ 
quent  tremendous  saving  to  the 
Finnish  public,  is  largely  attribut¬ 
able  to  that  country’s  universal 
cult  of  athletics,  gymnastics  and 
bathing. 

Not  to  provide  adequate  insur¬ 
ance  in  any  field  is  conceded  by 
everybody  to  be  penny  wise  and 
dollar  foolish.  As  Tom  Chew  has 
said  in  so  many  different  ways,  by 
word  and  by  act,  for  the  past  50 


years,  “We  all  believe  in  insuring 
property.  Why  not  insure  boys? 
They’re  much  more  important!” 

For  want  of  a  part  of  the  prem¬ 
ium  due  on  each  boy,  the  insurance 
which  the  Boys'  Club  carries  for  j 
Fall  River  is  in  danger  of  lapsing.  I 
The  beneficiaries,  every  resident  of 
Fall  River,  can't  afford  to  allow 
that!

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Cost  More  Elsewhere 


These  other  New  England  cities 
which  have  adopted  the  principle 
of  good-citizen  insurance  pjy  from 
$6.93  a  boy  a  year  in  Portland,  Me., 
to  $26.19  in  Stamford,  Conn.  The 
three  clubs  in  Providence  average 
$13.06.  Pittsfield,  a  little  more  than 
half  as  large  as  Fall  River,  has 
twice  as  many  boys  in  its  club  and 
spends  $14.62  a  year  on  each  of 
them  to  be  sure  that  they  grow  up 
right. 

Fall  River  could  well  spend  more 
on  each  boy,  for  dividends  are  cer¬ 
tain,  but  the  local  club’s  resources 
have  so  diminished  that  it  now 
cannot  even  meet  its  per  capita 
cost,  lowest  though  it  is  in  New 
England,  without  some  help  from 
the  public  that  receives  the  full 
benefit.

The  endowment 
began  to  receive  gifts  of  one,  two,  , 
five,  10  and  25  thousand  dollars  at  I 
a  time  from  living  citizens  and  by 
wills.  Hardly  a  year  went  by  but 
someone  remembered  the  Boys’  j 
Club. 

"To  print  the  roll  of  givers  to  the  I 
endowment  would  be  like  printing 
a  roll  of  the  prominent  people  of 
Fall  River  20  or  more  years  ago. 
The  Durfees,  the  Bordens,  the 
Braytons,  the  Charltons,  the  Stev¬ 
ens,  the  Hawes  are  all  there  and 
many  others. 

"These  funds  for  nearly  20  years 
were  guarded  and  increased  under  I 
the  care  of  Edward  E.  Varney,  the 
treasurer.

Swimming  is  an  all-important  ac- 
j  tivity  to  the  boys  attending  the 
Boys’  Club  Camp  in  Assonet.  So  im¬ 
portant,  in  fact,  that  the  entire 
camp  schedule  revolves  around  it, 
for  the  Taunton  River  only  laps 
good  bathing  beaches  when  the  tide 
is  high.  ' 

The  “ole  swimmin’  hole”  idea  is, 
willy-nilly,  kept  alive  at  this  camp, 
for  the  beach  does  not  lap  the 
shores  of  the  site,  but  is  two  miles 
away  at  Dean’s  Grove.  Neither  the 
boys  nor  /the  counsellors,  one  for 
each  ten  campers,  mind  the  hike 
along  the  tree  shaded  road  and 
across  the  fields,  and  sometimes  a 
good  natured  truck  driver  will  pick 
up  the  lot  of  them,  about  45  or  50 
strong. 

Mr.  Chew  at  Camp 
Thomas  Chew,  superintendent  of 
the  Boys’  Club,  generally  spends  all 
but  the  weekend  at  the  camp,  but 
Arthur  F.  Bertrand  is  the  director, 
with  Thomas  F.  Welch  as  assistant. 

The  popular  “Tom”  Chew  seemed 
to  be  acting  as  mailman  when  The 
Herald  News  interviewers  arrived, 
for,  dressed  in  a  green  slack  suit 
jauntily  topped  by  a  straw  hat,  he 
was  in  the  act  of  seeing  what  there 
was  to  be  had  in  the  roadside  mail¬ 
box.  They  say  he  loves  to  peel  po¬ 
tatoes,  insists  always  on  doing  the 
job,  and  is  the  self-imposed  “spud” 
expert  at  the  camp. 

Mr.  Chew’s  son,  James,  runs  the 
|  farm  connected  with  the  camp  and 
lives  in  an  old  house  which  dates 
from  pre-Revolutionary  times.  It 
is  said  to  have  been  used  as  a  hos¬ 
pital  during  that  war  and  has  a 
jvery  lovely  example  of  a  Colonial 
doorway  for  which  some  New  York 
dealers  recently  offered  a  good 
price.  One  of  the  camp  work¬ 
ers  said  that  “only  the  chimney 
holds  it  (the  house)  together”  and 
in  the  cellar,  which  he  mysterious¬ 
ly  spoke  of  as  the  “dungeon,”  props 
hold  up  the  main  beaffis. 

Thus  is  history  kept  alive  in  the 
minds  of  the  boys,  who  range  in 
age  from  7  to  about  15. 

Steer  Is  Harnessed 
James  has  a  herd  of  13  cows, 
but  most  remarkable  is  the  year- 
and-a-half  old  steer  which  he  har¬ 
nesses  to  an  ancient  carriage  and 
which  he  plans  to  use  for  plowing 
next  Spring. 


The  camp  season  this  year  is  five 
weeks.  In  order  that  all  boys  who 
wish  to  attend  may,  no  one  boy 
may  stay  for  over  three  weeks. 

Wednesday  nights  they  present 
an  entertainment  for  parents  and 
friends.  Last  Sunday  about  80  or 
90  persons  were  served  a  clambake. 

The  boys  rise  at  7:30  and  lights 
are  out  about  9  or  soon  thereafter. 
Meanwhile  they  have  tired  them¬ 
selves,  besides  work  and  swimming, 
with  all  kinds  of  strenuous  sports. 

The  camp  buildings  are  close  to 
the  road,  but  the  camp  land  ex¬ 
tends  w^y  down  to  the  river,  and 
crosses  the  road  where,  in  a  cleared 
field,  is  the  baseball  diamond,  the 
campffre,  the  quoit  and  volley  ball 
courts.  Then  it  goes  back  for 
about  a  mile  in  175  acres  of  wood¬ 
land  which  the  boys  are  free  to  ex¬ 
plore,  learning  something  of  nat¬ 
ural  life.
